"You are directed to refrain from stating or implying any joint 
sponsorship and from the use of the QCWA insignia in regard to 
advertising literature on the award or the use of the insignia on 
the certificates.” 


FCC NEWS BRIEFS 


The FCC dismissed a petition by amateur radio licensee Nathan Gold of Brookline, 
Mass. The petition sought a rule change to permit unlicensed members of the 
licensee's immediate family to operate the licensee's amateur radio station. 


A petition to the FCC by an amateur radio operator requesting a rule reducing 
the maximum power of amateur radio stations from 1 kilowatt to 125 watts was 
denied. The FCC said in its opinion little or no effect on existing inter- 
ference would be effected, 


In the 1965 fiscal year the Field Engineering Bureau of the, FCC in a sampling 
of the radio services reported the following percentage of violation and non- 
compliance with regulations; 68% of land transportation stations inspected; 
industrial, 65%; citizens, 61%; public safety, 57%; domestic public, 50%; 
aviation, 26%; and amateur, 15%, We are far from perfect. Let's do even more 
self-policing.
